The yield of oats per acre in 1919

Berks county led the state in the 
value of its oats crop, with Craw- 
ford county second, while Bradford 
and Somerset counties also produc 'd 
crops worth more than one million 


That the profits on apples raised in 
Adams county last year have not in 
creased the amount of income tax due 
the government from many growers 
is shown by the account given of the 
transaction on a car load of apples 
recently sold on which an orchardman 
lost three cents a barrel or a cent a 
bushel on Ben 
Davis 
and mad** a 
profit of twenty two cents a barrel 
on Stark apples. 
In a car of fruit, recently sold at 
wholesale in Philadelphia there were 
89 barrels of Stark apples. They sold 
for $4 a barrel. 
Forty eight barrels 
of Ben Davis sold for $3.75, whic h in 
pre-war 
times 
would 
have been a 
satisfactory price. 
The* grower has figured the actual 
cost of producing these* apples and 
hence is able to determine accurately 
his profit. 
The following items show* 
the* cost of growing th** fruit:

barrel not considering his investment 
and money spent caring for his trees. 
On the Stark apples he fared .* lit­ 
tle better, the figures showing a pro­ 
fit of $19.58 on 89 barrels or 22 cents 
a barrel profit. 
He discovers after 
striking a balance that the sale of 137 
barrels of apples retted him $18.14. 
He ruefully adds, “I spent $52.50 
for fertilizer last spring and sprayed 
the trees three or four times during 
the season.”
